G.S.R. 1831.—In exercise oi the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order further to amend the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Con¬ 
trol Order, 1958, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Control 
Amendment Order, 1965. 

2. It shall come into force on the 8th day of December, 1965. 

3 In the Rice (Northern Zone! Movement Control Order, 1958,— 

(i) for the words “the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh and Delhi", 
wherever they occur, the words “the Union territory of Himachal 
Pradesh” and for the words “the Administrator of the Union terri¬ 
tory of Himachal Pradesh or of Delhi”, the words “the Administra¬ 
tor” of the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh” shall be substitut¬ 

ed;

(11) In the Explanation to clause 3A, for the words “the territories of 
Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and West Pakistan’’, the words “the Union 
territory of Delhi, the territories of Uttar Pradesh, Rajasthan and 
West Pakistan” shall be substituted.

Commodifies Act, 1965 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products 
tMovement Control) Order, 1904, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products 
(Movement Control) Fourth Amendment Order, 1965. 

2. It shall come into force on the 8th day of December, 1905. 

3. In the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products (Movement Control) Order, 

1964 — 

(1) for sub-clause (1) of clause 6, the following sub-clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"(1) (a) Nothing contained in clause 3 shall apply to— 

(i) the export of maida, suji or rawa, by the owner or any other person 

in charge of a roller flour mill licensed under the Wheat Roller 
Flour Mills (Licensing and Control) Order, 1957; 

(ii) the import of madia, suji or rawa by any person: 

Provided that where the maida, suji or rawa is imported from any- 
place, whether inside or outside any zone, the consignor of such 
maida, suji or rawa shall be the owner or any other person in 
charge of a roller flour mill licensed under the said Order. 

(b) Nothing contained in sub-clause (l)(a) shall apply to any area where 
statutory rationing is in force.’’; 

(ii) in the Schedule, for the entry “Zone I—The State of Punjab and the 
Union territories of Himacnal Pradesh and Delhi", the following 
entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Zone I—The State of Punjab and the Union territory of Himachal Pra¬ 
desh. 

Zone IA—The Union territory of Delhi." 
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
